Mr. Hibbard believes that "Wis- 


consin farmers, as those of o.ther 
states, should prepare to meet grad- 
ually falling prices. 
He does hot 


expect prices to drop over night but 
he believes that-,-there- ^-will - -be a 
gradual decline as the excitement of 
war wears away and the country 
gets back to a normal basis. The 
farmer, he believes,' should refrain 
from holding his products which are 
finished for the market, believing 
that prices may go even higher than 
they are. 
The large amount of gold in the 


country at present, says Mr. Hib- 
bard, is an indication that prices will 
remain fairly high. When there is a 
great deal of money in the country, 
much will bo spent. If children are 
having a circus and charging pins 
for admission, they will make the 
charges many pins providing there 
is a supply on hand. Likewise men 
will pay more dollars for 
things 


when they have them, and at pres- 
ent the great supply of gold means 
much money in proportion to goods. 


"Every indication at the present 


time is that the demand for food 
will increase," continues Mr. Hib- 
bard. "The ever-increasing popula- 
tion means that greater food pro- 
duction must come. And unless the 
farmer finds.that it pays him to 
grow a crop, he- will not grow it. 
Wheat is used for bread. 
If the 


farmer receives a price which pays 
him for his 
efforts in 
growing 


wheat, he will grow it. Otherwise, 
he will give his labor and time to 
something which pays better. .This 
is far from saying that the farmer 
can first grow a product and then 
demand a price to cover his costs. 
This he cannot do. He can, how- 
ever, decide whether or not the price 
is sufficient to warrant him in mak- 
ing the effort."

Offers Measures to Aid the 


Farmers of All Sections 


of State 


Those familiar with the needs of 


Wisconsin , believe that 
the rural 


credits bill introduced by ' Senator 
Wilkinson will go far toward the 
solution of the biggest problem of 
the settler or farmer. 


They feel that the enactment of 


this measure will make it possible 
for farmers to se<rure easily the long 
time aid often so jnuch needed in 
farm development. 


It is pointed out that the Federal 


farm loan act ha* already bsen of 
material service in bettering agri- 
cultural credit, but »» its provision* 
arc applicable only to'the man who 
i* in A position to give less- than a 
50 per cent mortgage on his farm, 
it does not cover the needs of those 
who are trying1 to get a start in 
farming,-, but have not yet gotten to 
the point where they can maie a 
federal loan. 


Senator Wilkinson's bill is based 


on the land mortgage association art 
passed by the legislators in 1&13, but 
its provisions are more extensive 
and very much perfected from the 
five years' experience, 


In framing the proposed measure, 


Senator Wilkinson has built upon 
the recommendations of the coanms- 
sion of 15 appointed last 
Gov. Philipp, to report an 
bility of the.state's- cooperating with 
the federal gbvernwieirt in the mat- 
ter, of land settlement, especially aa 
it i* related to the. needs of the re- 
;urning soldier. 


In commenting upon the features 


of his bill, Senator Wilkinson point- 
ed out that the bonds; jsstied by. the 
proposed land mortgage associations 
ire to be -under. state supervision. 
The commission of banking is 
to 


fiavc full" jurisdiction of these-asso- 
ciations, the same as with the state 
banks, while the plans *nd policies 
of the colonization atid land selling 
organizations must first be approved 
by the state commissioner of agri- 
cultare and as well as the interest 
rates to settlers and, loaning" condi- 
tions. The land mortgage associa- 
tions to be formed under this-a<it 
must have a minimum capiUil of

1 n'n to the . discovery of the Missis- 
sippi is being considered informally 
by members of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature who believe that such a move- 
ment would be educationally " and 
historically fitting to commemorate 
the discovery. 


Former assemblyman F. L. Me- 


Gowan of Marqnette county is in- 
terested in the plan and a number 
of editors in the Fox river valley 
have already been interested in the 
Movement. The plan is to have the 
pageant in the 
summer of 
1923 


which would be just 250 years since 
the seven frail barks of Father Mar- 
qnette and his coterie of Indian voy- 
agers sailed np the Fox and down 
the Wisconsin to discover the Mis- 
sissippi on June 17, 1673. 


Although Wisconsin was visited 


by the first. -white man in 1632 and 
the years intervening "were visited 
by other fur traders and mission- 
aries, .it was not until 1673 that the 
Mississippi was finally discovered. 
Yews previous to this however, both 
French and English officials 
had 


learned of the Mississippi from the 
Indians and were anxious to make 
the discovery. A hazy idea existed 
at that time that the Mississippi. 
might lead to the Pacific and thereby 
giving a water route to the coun- 
tries of China. 
: 


Prior to 1673, Father Marojjette 


had been engaged 
in 
missionary 


work around Lake Superior. When 
Louis Jolliet was appointed to con- 
duct the mission, an order -was sent 
forth that he be accompanied on 
the trip by 'Father Marquette, one 
of the most adventureous men of 
that period. 
Louis Jolliet and Father Mar- 


quette set out in .May, 1673, from 
the straits of Mackmac and entered 
Green Bay and Fox liver leaving the 
Mascoutin village on June 7th, port- 
aging to the Wisconsin river and 
descended the latter to its mouth 
. at which they arrived June 17th. 
'Thence .they descended the Missis- 
1 sippi as far as the mouth of the Ar-

event that would so impress the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin showing the_ prog-;

It would 
Instill in the minds of young .people 
the sacrifices- which have been made 
by the pioneers in clearing these 
lands and in building a great cit- 
izenship in Wisconsin. I think the 
Wisconsin legislature should make 
preliminary plans at this session 
which can be more fully carried out 
in the succeeding session of the leg- 
islature. People little realize that 
the child bom on the. Mayflower 
that landed at Plymouth Hock in 
1620 was only 14 years old when the 
first white man came to Wisconsin 
on a trading mission. Wisconsin 
has as proud a history as "Virginia 
and New England. It only remains 
for the people of Wisconsin to ac- 
quaint themselves with the achieve- 
ments and record of this state. Noth- 
ing I .can think :of .will so bring this 
lesson home, will so inspire the peo- 
ple, will so instill into them a pride 
for Wisconsin's history as at the 
2iOth anniversary of discovery .of 
the Mississippi by Jolliet. and Mar- 
q-aette.
